Hoke Smith, the new United States
senator from Georgla, was governor of
the state when elected to the federal
legislature, He succeeds Joseph M,
Terrell, who was appointed to fill the
unexpised term of the lute Alexander
8. Clay. Mr., Terrell, a former gov-
ernor of Georgin and political foe of
Mr. Bmith, resigned as soon as the lat-
ter was elected. This action was un-
precedented, as it hag been usual for a
senator to serve until his successor ap-
peared and took the oath.

Another senate record will be broken
when Senator Smith takes his seat.
He will make four of that name in the
upper branch of congress. Never be-
fore in its history has the senate con-
tuined four Smiths. The other three
Smiths are Willilnm Alden of Michi-
gun, John Walter of Maryland and El-
lison DuRtant of South Carolina.

Senator IHoke Bmith I8 a natlve of
North Oarolinn and is fifty-six years
old. He is n lawyer by profession and
wns secretory of the Interior in the
eabinet of President Cleveland from
15038 to 1504, e was twice elected
